Sec. 16.  SEVERABILITY 14 

As set forth in 1 V.S.A. § 215, the provisions of this act are severable, and if 15 

a court finds any provision of this act to be invalid, or if any application of this 16 

act to any person or circumstance is invalid, the invalidity shall not affect other 17 

provisions or applications that can be given effect without the invalid provision 18 

or application. 19
